In the past the various types 

of transportation over land iim 
water seem to have; established 
a precedent by joining or paral­ 
leling each other to permit a 
mutual transfer of passengers 
and cargo. As a rule, our pio­ 
neer Iralls paralleled or joined 
Ihe Indian paths-  railroads fo 
lowed Ihe pioneer Iralls, am 
our modern highways paralte 
the railroads. Ocean-going ves­ 
sels wander over the seas bu 
usually land at ports where goo< 
rail and highway facilities ar 
available. 

In the future, transportation 
by air must also enter into a 
coordinating partnership with 
rail, highway and ocean trans­ 
portation, and therefore, landing 
facilities should be located ac­ 
cordingly. 

The individual who now owns 
his private automobile for use 
in business and pleasure will 
later own a private airplane for 
the same purposes. However, he 
will have to depend upon high­ 
ways to reach his airplane, 
which should be parked at a 
convenient location not too far 
from, his business or residence. 

The individual who does not 
own his own airplane or -auto, 
 whethco he be business man or 
tourist, must, In the future, de­ 
pend upon both air taxi anj 
ground taxi for rapid transpor­ 
tation, and he too will desire 
landing facilities located in" 
places convenient to downtown 
business districts and resident­ 
ial areas. 

Since Los Angeles County is 
an excellent example of a highly 
populated 'center covering an 
area of more, than 4000- square 
miles, there is briefly outlined 
hclow, a -plan for developing a 
system of airport facilities in 
I.os Angeles' in conjunction with 
an already planned freeway 
system. This combining of high­ 
ways with landing strips will 
provide adequate airport facili­ 
ties for general business and 
private flying and air taxi ser­ 
vice for many years in the fu­ 
ture: , . 

In 193D, or j yeai-s ago, there 
was a total of 11,159 ait-planes 
in the United ' States. Of this 
number, California had 1179 and 
Los Angeles County, 501. There­ 
fore, California had one-tenth of 
the total number of planes in 
the United States, and Los An­ 
geles had one-half of the total 
planes in California, 

It has been estimated by some 
aviation authorities that live 
years after the war there will 
be 800,000 to fiOO.OOO privately 
owned airplanes in the United 
States. Therefore, based on the 
prewar figures, California should 
have one-tenth of that amount 
or 30,000 to 50,000 planes  and 
Los Angeles County should have 
one-half of California's planes 
or 15,000 to 25,000. 

Figuring on the basis of one 
private airport handling effi­ 
ciently 150 private and taxi air- 
planes, Los Angeles County 
would require 100 airport fa­ 
cilities in order to handle ade­ 
quately 15,000 planes. 

Los Angeles County is very 
fortunate that* In most of the 
localities, the prevailing winds 

" are 90 to 95 per cent from two 
directions, cast and west,, which 
greatly reduces the number of 
runways required for an air­ 
port. Therefore, if is suggested 
that landing slrips be installed 
along our Los Angeles County 
freeway system so that they 
will align within 20" lo 30° of 
easternly and westernly direc­ 
tions, such strips to be 2000 
feet in length by 100 feet in 
width, paved f6r landing pur­ 
poses, with v an adjacenl area 
for parking at least 100 to 150 
airplanes. New types of small 
planes having tricycle gears 
should be able to land in 15 and 
20 mile cross winds without ser­ 
ious difficulties. 

Each of these airports could 
be used also for metropolitan 
air taxi service, which will even­ 
tually become a reality, and 
taxicabs for surface transporta­ 
tion could be stalloned near 
each strip for laklng the busi­ 
nessmen or traveller to his des­ 
tination. 

The width of the average 
right-of-way required for 
freeway development in the Los 
Angeles County is, I understand, 
360 feet, which shotild also be 
adequate for the single landing 
strip airport. The area would 
be either along side of or on 

,lop of Ihe- freeway. 
The average cosl of our free­ 

way system Is estlnmled at 
about $1,000,000 per mile. With 
this figure we should be able 
to build approximately threi 
landhig strip airport facilities 
2000 feet by 300 feet each, 01 
00 such facilities for $30,000,000 
The price, of course, would vary 
In accordance with the type of 
terrain. 

Perhaps the C. A. A. and city 
and county planning depafl 
infills of densely populated 
areas such as New York, Chi
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Envisions Local 
he Future
ago, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, 
 tc., could Investigate the feas- 
billty of _ such a plan from tho 
mint of ' economy and conven- 
I'ncc to the public.
